Out of this, an ayacut of 1 3,000 acres is beicg served by the 
left bank channel. The ryots are tising old methods of irri-

expected duty. If the ryots take improved methods ot irri- 
gation the same quantity of water can be used to irrigate 
a greater area. The question of remodelling this channel 
Will be taken up along with the canal sjrstem of Nagarjuna- 
sagar Jef t bank channel which is proposed to be dropped 
intaPalera and taken out eovering the commanded area 
of Paleru Project also. Until that time, the channel needs 
no remodelling now for the present* The first phase of the 
Kagarjunasagar Project is e:^pected to be completed by 
1965* The remodelling of the left Bank channel of Paleru 
does not appear to be n-ecessary just now for the present.

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is BO unemployment at all but I want to teli you that there 
is an increase m the matter of emplcyment Ind*Jbtries 
which are suitable to the areas should be started, b^armg 
in mmd the raw material available in such parts. This 
may be thoroughly examined. Any way, before starrdng 
such industries, there is a necessity to increase the Bgn- 
cultural output also* To start and improve agriculture, 
we have got to start Demonstration Parjns all over the 
country. There Demonstration Farnrm should not be start^jd 
on commercial basis. They must be m a position to aupeal 
to the realities to the ryots in the area, aiid they must be 
in a position to represent the state of affairs by the middle-- 
class people* It should appeal to the imagination of the 
peasants. 

The next point I would like to mention is that there 
must be pui^uasion by the Agriculture Department to induce 
well-to-do who are also invariably intelligent - and rich 
farmers to start their fartas on: scientific lilies to serve aa 
models. If such f arnis are established in every viDage, we 
Will be doing good service to the country ahd" such propo* 
ganda will achieve spectacular refcults. There is a desire to 
ppgress on the part of the well-to-do farmers in the villgfge^ 
but they do not know the correct way of going about the 
business and that must be done by the Agriculture Depart- 
ment, and if that is done, we can increase agricultural pro*

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Stand the motive for its suspensioi) for three years. I appeal 
to the Gpverixment to abohsh-thls entirely once and for all 
and not to revive it after three years because this collection 
of spacial assessment has created lot of disputes between 
the village officers and the ryots. I know some cases where 
some survey numbers were not shown as growing these crops 
at all but the special assessment was collected on those lands. 
To avoid all these difficulties and harassment to the pea- 
sants^ this tax should be entirely abolished. To cover the 
deficit on the revenue side, I can only propose that Goven- 
ment can with advantage enhance the land revenue. 
Instead of cQllecting the surcharge, special assessment and 
the cesses of various kinds, one lump sum in the form of 
land revenue may be collected. If the land revenue 
is increased* the^t can cover up the deficit on the revenue

I also feel that though We are getting such a huge 
amount unHer land revenue, we are not doing justice to the 
farmers in the matter of supplying them drinking water in 
tmal areas.

But till now DO work has been taken up under that scheme. 
The hon. Finance Minister has mad^ a public annouBce* 
meat that the scheme will be taken up for a group of three 
or four Villages. But even now it has not fceen taken up. 
It is a very sorry state of afiairs that even after so raany 
years? we have not been able to redress the grievances of 
the rural people in this respect When we are able to spend 
lakhs of rupees over buildings like National theatre or some 
other construction like a Stadium in Fateh Maidan, I do 
not know at what stretch of imagination we can delay the 
redressal of the fundamental needs of our people, I am 
sorry we are unable to meei the fundamental needs of out 
people* 

Sal^s tax is another item from which our income in 
1960-61 is estimated to be about Rs. 10 crores, Last year 
there has been an increase in collection of Bales-tas, But 
I may submit that there has been lot of harassment of the 
asses^ees and xllegal collections also some times. I have 
learnt that instructions have been issued from above to the 
assessing authorities to collect the tax and increase the tax* 
The discretionary power that is given to the assessing 
authorities has been exercised always against the assessess 
and not in favour of them at any time; for example^ on some 
technical mistakes like not submitting some form or other^ 
the authorities ha.ve refused to give the rebate to the asses*- 
sees to which they are entitled., They haye completely 
forgotten to do justice and equity in these matters. They 
'should be guided more by the 'spirit of the law and not by 
the letter of the law. This principle W not beting adhered 
'tp. At thii^ rarte^ I may 's^bmii, the 3tate will I be l#d into 
endlesQ litigation and the tmde will ultimately be paralys- 
ed* tn the interei&t^ of trade, I reques*that necessary 
i0stri|.ction$ should be issued to the assessing ^dutfiOjEilli^s to 
iB^ that equity and jUBtiee are dione. and hc»t let them go by 
"ihi leMer of thia law. Idonotnofean tb^t, le^aslon should 
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should certainly be prevented under any circumstance. But 
I know cases where there is no fault m the accounts but 
still dimply because they have failed to furnish some form or 
other or to comply with some rule or the other, they have 
been assessed to the full, denying them the rebate to which 
they are entitled. That is my aubmission m this respect. 

There is a provision for famme roads in this budget* 
But 1 feel in ^ur taluk and Adoni taluk which were pre. 
viously in Bejlary district and which are now in Kurnool 
district^ there are many famine roads and that district is 
mot provided with any fronds under this head* I appeal to 
the G-ovex'nment to provide necessary funds to take up those 
Tpads and to repair them*

Gov^ernment is real]> having ihe thought of tl^e welfaro of 
the State. ' Tarious aspects of dBvelcpmerji^ have Uen 
completely ^emphasised. Agriculture^ which is the rj^ain 
industry of oiit State is given proper emphasis, j^giicb/GLT.fc's 
are given loan facihties to produce better* They are givpn 
irrigation facihties, in order that they may work Larder 
and produce more food stuffs. In oth^r aspects such as indrs- 
trial development, which has been very backward m our 
State, the present Government is taking active iDterest. 
Various mdusjines hk# the Andhra Paper Mills of Rajah- 
mundry, the Gudur Cerami^j Factory, Gudnr. Nellore district 
various sugar factories, yarn mills, etc. have all been provi- 
ded Well to develop better and to produce more. The most 
happy thing is the starting of a fertiliser factory at Kotha- 
gudem* I consider that when this factory comes into 
production, the shoitage of fertilizers will be completely 
salved* "^ 

In the matter of solving the unemployment problem 
among the educated-unemployedj from the various statistics 
the hon.
